The S.S. I).inube, Capt. Myers, returned 
from her Is'orlliern coast trip early this 
morning. The trip has lictu of unusual 
length, on account of tho vessel having vis- 
ited most of tho outlying stations, includ- 
ing Bella Cook, Oudner's Iplet) Massot, 
Queen Charlotte Island, and having met 
on the up trip with almost continual fog, 
which, at the Northern portn, turned into 
wet and stormy weather, delaying the 
worlc cf taking on cargo considerably. 

The trip to the Mussct was an exception- 
ally happy one and will be romenibored by 
those wlio were on board, as the sea both 
ways was like a mill pond, and tho sun 
warm enough to allow the passengers to en- 
joy tliemaelves on deck. A pleasant inci- 
dent of the trip to Masset was u concert on 
deck, in which K. Woods, C. Lord and II.

On motion of Messrs. Gordon and Hay- 
ward a committee ot three was appointed 
to-inreatigato complaints contained in a. 
letter from Mrs. MoTavisli regarding tho 
ward to which she ia a subscriber, paying 
for the privilege SiioO per annum. Tbu 
gentlemen moving in tho matter, with Mr, 
Kberts, were "pj";;!;t'".l. 

A ref|U«st for u holiday for tho cook was 
referred to tlio Cv-i.".ii,;ttee for the month 
with power to act, aa was one for furniture 
for tbe female ward, to replace articles ro- 
nioved during the epidemic.

'Xhere are 
now seven patients in tho institution; threo 
or four of these will bo discharged In a few 
days, and tbe remainder as soon after as 
the circumstances will warrant. The aani- 
y condition of the buildings was referred 
to and same saggostiona made. 

The report was received aad referred to 
the committee for tho month, with power to

Considcrabl* discussion followed. 

}>\r. Chudley thought that tho city tliould 
e notilied that after u certain dato the hos- 
pital would receive no more smallpox 
patients. The hospital had done its part, 
and it was time tho city was bestirring it- 
self. 

Mr. Hayward — The council should bo 
notified that in a reasonable time they will 
have to handle their own smallpox pa- 
tients. 

A committee of three, oonsistiag of Messrs, 
Byrnes, Helmcken and Wilson was ap- 
pointed to meet the mayor and council and 
urge upon them the following: 

"Whereas, the situation of the Quaran- 
tine Hospital on tho grounds of tho Pro- 
vincial Royal Jubilee Hospital up to tho 
present date has operated moat diaadvan- 
tageoiioly to the proper working ot tho Hos- 
pital, the receipts from pay patients hav- 
ing fallen off to the extent of fully $S0O per 
month, 

" Resolved that the Chairman do nomin- 
al o a committee of tlirco to confer witli His 
Worship tlio Mayor and aldernieu, culling 
their attention to the above facts, and jiress- 
ing npon tbe Council tlio advisability of 
jirocuring a <ni»rantiiie Btution other than 
the ono now used, and arruuging a day not 
later than Octolier .'11, IS!)'-', after which no 
new patients will be received into tho pres- 
ent (juarautine station," 

A letter was received from A. Young, 
ICdinburgb, .Scotland, relative to a supply of 
lymph, stating be could tiunisli small <|uan- 
titiijs of lymph from tinio to time. Referred 
to tho Secretary witili in.strnctiona to keep 
tl-;o supply up to tbe required quantity. 

A report on heating the hospital from 
Mr, McLelUn was reail. It recommended 
to change tho heating aystom at preaent in 
use. Received and tiled, and an estimato 
oaked on the cost of tho change. 

A sub-committee then reported on tenders 
on supplies. There were eevca tenders on 
groceries, the lowest, that of Toll it Co., 
being accepted. Small changes were re- 
ported on, aa also simo necessary purchases 
by tho committee of the month. 

.Some informal discussion followed, after 
ivhieh a paragraph which appeared in the 
Times of Saturday was read and discussed. 
.Mr. Chudley said that it mcaat nothing, 
but was a very scurrilous article. Referred 
to tlie comniitteo of tbo mouth to report. 

Tlin date of tho second meeting of the 
month was changed from the 'Jlattotlie 
28th in order to allow the coniniiteee to 
complete tbeir reports. 

Some further diacu.s.sinn followed on tho 
general buHineas of the hospital, and tbo 
meeting adjoiuncd.

The harvest in tho Similkameen valley is 
safely housed. The hay crop is good and 
stacked in good condition. There is not 
much grain threshed yet, but grain of all 
kinds will yield abundantly, Thoro is a 
larger uroa under vcnt3tables this year than 
usual, and they also arc an excellent crop 
and of good quality. Tho Iruitj erop is 
bountiful. Mr. Cawston'i ia the only old 
orchard in the valley and it bears a heavy 
load every year. Quite a number of tho 
young orchards are beginning to bear, 
amongst these being Coulthard's, Daley's, 
Barcello's and McCurdy's. 

Tho resident missionary, Rev. A. K. 
Sharpc, has retnrned from Couconully, and 
reports the business portion of that village 
entirely destroyed by firOi The fire origin- 
ated in an unaccnpied building, and took 
place about midnight. The buildings being 
entirely of lumber were entirely consumed. 
The oitimated loss is in tho neighborhood of 
5100,000. A great many lost all their 
worldly possessions, and uo doubt some will 
Bufl'er on account of the approaching winter. 
The neighboring villages of Loomiaton and 
Ruby are contributing to the wants of tho 
sulTorers! 

K.v.Mioor.s, 
(From tho Inland Sentinel. I 
J. T. Edwards and James Woodland 
have returned from the Coast, where they 

spent nearly a week overlooking the market 
for beef cattle. They aro both prosperous 
ranchers. They found tho Coast market 
practically closed against them by a com- 
bination. They could not sell their cattle 
either to butchers or dealers, and were 
under the neceasity of opening a butcher 
shop to dispose of their own beef. 

M. W. Greer has been in Kaniloopa sev- 
eral days, representing tho Department of 
Ethnology of the World's Columbian l-Ixpo- 
sition. This department is intended to 
present a living picture, as complete as pos- 
sible, of tho actual homo life of tho native 
peoples in diflerent parts of America. A 
number of the natives of Tancouver's Island 
and of other parts of tho Pacific Coast, illus- 
trating difi"erent tribes, will be living in 
their native habitations, and carrying on 
their native industries and cereuiomea. 
Mr. Greer has authority to 'pursue his in- 
vestigations among toe Indians of tho 
Dominion, and he has been among the Shu- 
awaps for several days. 

Crops hare not been aa good this year on 
the North Thompson as thoy wore last, 
owing to late frost in tho spring and dry, 
hot weather during the summer. The aver- 
age ia fairly good, however. Tliere haa been 
a fair crop of potatoes, but it is iinpossiblo 
to haul them or the grain to market at 
Kamloops owing to the bid condition of tho 
road, (iratitude is expressed towards Gov- 
ernment Agent Tunatall, who has been very 
kind in giving small help, but Headmaster 
Stevenson haa not visited tho district this 
season so far, and the settlers feel that the 
Government is neglecting them, not only by 
withholding a bridge, which is their stand- 
ing grievance, but also iu making no im- 
provements on the road, 

The work at the Coal IliU mine is pro- 
gressing steadily. Tho engine and hoisting 
machinery is uU in place and working well. 
The coal now shows aVout live fcot in tho 
face, and is rapidly becoming clean and 
compact, It is expected that in 20 days 
the company will eommcncu to deliver coal 
in the town. 

The Inland Agricultural Association of 
British Columbia will bold its annual fair at 
Kamloops on October 5, 6, and 7. It is ex- 
pected that the ranchers will patronize it 
liberally.

The Provincial Governmout Will 
Assist in Providingr Keans for 
its Preservation. 



$105,000 to be Expended on Sewers 
and Appliances for the Bis- ■ 
posal of Garbage. ' 



Proceedings at tlie Interview Witli 
the Governmeiitr-A Sad State 
of Affairs Shown. 



A (leputalion from the Cily Council, yca- 
totduy, waited wpqp the Government, at 
the Provincial Secretary's ofTico. There 
were present for tlic Council : Aid. Styles, 
Brugg, IhM; for tho Government : Ifon. 
Theodore Davio, Hon. C. K. Pooloy, Hon. 
,T. H. Turner, Hon. Forbes G. Vernon, 
Hon. Col. Baker. 

Following is a verbatim report of tho dis- 
cussion : 

Hon. Mr. Davio — Vie received an intima- 
tion that a committee would wuit upon ua 
to diacuaa certain cjuealions. Wo will bo 
glad to hear what you have to say. 

Aid. Styles— The object of our visit is set 
forth in a resolution passed by tho City 
Council, to the eflect that a coiiimitteo be 
appointed to wait upon the Government to 
consider questions relating to the Hoard of 
Health and its cxpendituro._ Health, it is 
needless to say, is an caaeutial thing, not 
only for the individual but also for tho city 
as a whole. Tho epidemic which wo have 
had this summer has been severe on the 
•ity and its fiuancea. We want to see 
what you can do in regard to assisting ua in 
the expenditure. Up to tho 30th of this 
month tho bills will amount to about 
$60,000; that is, eatimatod expenditure. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— The object of this de- 
putation, then, is to discuss ways and 
means in respect of ir.ouoy already expend- 
ed, or liabilities incurred 7 

Aid. Styles— Yes. 

Hon. Mr. D»vie — What do the Council 
intend to do in the fatnre! I presume, in 
what you have already said, you refer to 
the smallpox epidemic J What do tho 
Council propose to do in respect of other 
threatened invasions ? Is the city in a posi- 
tion to meet them ? Suppose, for instance, 
cholera should come, is tho City Council 
prepared to cope with it ! 

Aid. Stvlea— I don't Icnow that they are. 
The object we have now in view is aimply 
to meet, prospnt expenditure. 

Hon. Mr. Divie— Is this $50,000 owinq ? 

Aid. Hall— That is tho estimated expen- 
diture to the end of the month, as shown in 
t ho Auditor's report. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— A portion of which has 
already been paid, and a porLioii of which 
is still owing '' 

Aid. Hall — Yes; part of it has been paid 
out of tlie general funds of tho city. We 
have had to stop all street work, and all 
work of every kind, aln\ost, and it is detri- 
mental to the city tu do that. There is no 
money, for instance, available for cleaning 
out drains, and one thing and another of 
that kind, and that has «iven a great oppor- 
tunity to the oily to catch tho cholera if it 
is at all possible. 

Aid. Styles— At tho commencement of 
the year the appropriation for Board of 
Health purposes was §11,000. There has 
been something la the neighborhood of 
$33,000 already spent, and all the bills are 
not yet paid. 

Hon. Air. Bnker— Then yon want $50,000 
to meet expenses V 

Aid. Styles— Vcs. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— Less that 511,000? 

Hon. Mr. Baker— Still, if S^iij.OOO has al- 
ready been expended by tho city, that will 
leave a balance of only $15,000 yet to be 
pro videdfor? According to your figures? 
What would that be for ? 

Aid. Styles— It would bo to pay claims 
that keep coming in every day. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— As 1 remarked before, 
tho only object of your deputation is to 
take into consideration the question of the 
money already spent or debts already 
incurred ? 

Aid. Styles- Yes. 

Hon. air. Davie — And not at all in re- 
spect of any anticipated epidemic? 

Alfl. Styles— We would like to take into 
consideration something olso in regard to 
that, but the point at present io to got out 
of tho hole wo are in. Not to meet, other 
trouble until it comes, ullbough, for my 
own part, I think it would hi; rather a good 
idea if we were bolter prepared for cholera, 
for instance. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— I would like to ask you 
in what condition tho city ij at present fur 
an invasion of any contagious or infectious 
disease ? 

Aid. Styles — In a very bad condition, 
indeed. You sec: All our street work has 
been stopped, and everything of that kind, 
and tho Mayor has taken all the money, 
nearly, appropriated for otlier purposes to 
piiy that 5;!5,UOO with. The city is in a 
very bad sanitary condition— very bad, in- 
deed. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Lot us understand 
what has been done and what can be done, 
60 as to place tho city iu a gootl sanitary 
condition ? 

Hon. Mr. Vernoa— Tel I us what is being 
done about the disposal of garbage, night- 
,Boil, etc.? 

Aid. Scvli'.i— There is absolutely nothing 
being done at preront. Wo have $10,000 
voted for a crematory, but wo are unable 
to obtain any site, and we have no funds to 
purchase a ait'j, even if wo coulil get one. 

Hon. Mr. Vernou--That SlOO.Otlia money 
raised by a by-law passed for a specitic pur- 
pcio ? 

Aid. Styles— Ve.°; tri build a croT.atory. 

Hon. Mr Turner— Do you thinit a cre- 
matory is a sucucBsful thing? 

Aid. Style?— Xot for all i)uri)oses. It is 
• very good for burning garbage, hut will not 
burn night-soil aucoesHfully. I'rom infor- 
mation 1 am able to obtain it ia almost iin- 
poasihlo to burn night soil. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — The establishment of 
a crematory hero would, then, be, in a 
uieaBurc, experimental? 

Aid. Styles— Yes. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— Providing you had a 
site and could start to work at once, how 
long would it take before tho crematory 
was in working order ! 

Aid. Styles— If a site was prsourcd, it 
•ould be got in working order in three 
months. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Has tho Council taken, 
or do they eonicmpluto taking any steps to 
improve the sanitary condition of tho city 
in the three months ifc would take to build a 

cro'niitory ? 

.Alil. Styles- Tl'.o Council ia i:i rather a 
pe'iMili.a- pi).-ltii:ii. Tlicy have noplace where 
thiy eau dump garbage, except the old 
wharf out on tiie Dallas road. U hen that 
was miming bcforo, there v.-as an injunction 
granted agaiu-st It, und wo had toatop using 
it. It has since been destroyed to a certain 
extent. 'J'hero ia a proposition now to re- 
pair tho wharf ; that is, u motion of this 



kind was brought up at tho last meeting of 
tho Council and it laid over. Some of the 
aldermen want to put it in working order, 
but there are really no funds on hand to do 
anything with now. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Do you not think that 
tho best way to disj:oso of garbage and 
nipht-soil is to tow it out to sna ? 

Aid. Styles— That ia a gold idea. My 
idea is that Clover Point, wliero the sewer- 
age dump is, would be a good place. I waa 
speaking to Mr. Harris about it. He ia tho 
trustee of the Douglas catate, and I don't 
know if we could buy the property or not. 
We haven't any funds, anyway. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — If tho principle were 
established, that garbage, night-soil, and 
the like, should be towed out to sea, it 
would not bo a difficult matter to find the 
requisite funds. 

Aid. Styles- Tho easiest way would be to 
use Clover Point. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— A much hotter way 
would be to tow the stuff out to sea ? 

Aid. Styles— Oh, yes. 

Hon. Mr. Davio- As I said, the boat plan 
ia to tow this stuff abont three or four milea 
out to sea in scows. 

Aid. Styles— 1 would bo in favor of 
building a chute at Clover Point, 

Hon. Mr. Davio— Do you know how they 
manage these things iu Kagland and in 
other cauntries, wTiere they have largo and 
populous cities and no complete sewerage ? 

Aid. Styles— I think, in London, they 
run it out on the flats some way, and after 
a while it solidifies. . 

Hon. .Mr. Divio— I have been informed 
tliab tlie iilan adopted in many cities is 
simply towing it a long way out to sea and 
dniiiping it, , 

Hon. Mr. Baker— That is by far the best 

plan. 

lion. Mr. Pooley — That ia tho plan 
adopted on the Thames. There is a cettain 
amount of garbage tliey cannot get rid of 
any other way. They tow it out in largo 
scows with fiil.ie bottoms, which are so ar- 
ranged as to do away with tlie objectionabla 
featiirca. They find that to be lli>> most 
eU'ectivu way. 

Him. Mr. Turner- The snnio thing, ex- 
actly, is done in New York. 1 wrote to the 
City Council about tlial 10 years ogo, and 
gave them full particulars. 

Aid. Hall— They do that at Seattle. 

Aid. liragg — Yon nuiat remember that in 
most Kugliali cities thoy have a system of 
aewernge. If we had a sewerage system 
here, we would do away with a great por- 
tion of the night-soil. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — It will be some tiri.o 
before the soworago system here can ba 
completed 80 aa to do away with tho night 
soil question entirely. In tho meaatima. 
what ia tho Council going to do ? Have 
you arrived at any well-dedned plan for the 
disposal of garbage, etc., or ia it that the 
want of funds has pravonted any action ? If 
the Council had tho money, how would 
they spend it ? 

Aid. Styles— I think, if they had tho 
monoy, they would build a crematory, and 
build a wharf so as to dump the night soil. 

Hon. Mr. DiVie— That is only what you 
think they would do 2 

Aid. Styles— Yes. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Well, assuming that 

tile funds can be arranged for, has the coun- 
cil come to any conclusion as to what to do! 

Aid. Bragg — 1 might say that at the last 
meeting of the council, we had some dis- 
cussion about Clover Poial. Tho properly 
cannot bo purchased, it must be expropri- 
ated, and 1 intend to look into the matter, 
and bring a motion before the council to ex- 
propriate that Point. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — If you adopted tho plan 
of loading tho stuff on tho scow.'i and tow- 
ing it out to the sea, there would bo no 
neee.<-aity of uaing that Point ? 

Aid. Styles— No. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— It seems that wo all 
agree that, to meet the present emergency, 
tho best plan will bo to adopt the scow 

system. 

Aid. Styles — If we decided upon using 
sc»w3, we would have to buy a wharf and 
have to buy frontage, which wo have not 
got now. There might he some difficulty 
about that, aa people u onUl not want to sell 
property for that purpose. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— 'i'hero would he less 
trouble iu overcoming tliosc ohj.'ctiona Ih.ui 
there wmiM be iu overcoining objections to 
dumping tho soil from a wharf. You would 
far easier get a frontage for a whaif for the 
Bcow.s thin a frontage to build a dump. 
There are objections to both, but tho ob- 
jictiona to tho latter are by far the 
greater. 

Aid. Styles — I don't know. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— Of course, there would 
be some objection ; but they iir.ve met the 
same diflieulty elsewhere and have over- 
come it, ttud there ia no reason why wo 
should not do the same hero. The (pfstion 
to bo discussed now, however, ia it we 
ohould not adopt the same plan for Victoria. 
AsHiiiniiig that it would be the beat plan to 
adopt, and that the Council decided to 
adopt it, what money wouhl be rttjuired to 
(ibuiin the necejaary appliauccM, that io, 
scov.H, Hleatiier, and otlu-r iiKulern Ap- 
pliances, to put tho principle into opera- 

lioL ? 

Alil. .Styles— I must confess we are not 

prepared with any anch estimate. 

Aid. llragg — I think the lust council went 
into the ULatterof scows, and afterwardu 
abandoned the iilea, so as to build a crema- 
tory; then they put a by-law before the peo- 
ple for funds to build the crematory, lint 
tliov, in what I consider to be a very uu- 
bnsinesaliko way, neglected to provide a 
site. 

Aid. Styles— I think about S'Ji),flO(l would 
he about enough for the pHrclmae for tho 
towing sy.'ilcni. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— You can estimate on 
tho aHiount it would coat to get a v.luuf. 
and to buy tho scows; you can easily hire a 
steamer; there aro plenty of them around 
here now. 

1 [on. Mr. Davie — There are other things to 
get besides the scows. You would have to con- 
sider tho su[iplying of modern contrivances 
to cart tlie stuff away. They have cun- 
trivaiieca wliich are used iiow-a-daya which 
arc otioile.sa. 

Aid. Hall — They have those in Vancouver. 

Aid. Styles — In Kuropo all sanitary hr- 
rangenients are under the control of tho 
city. 

A!(l. llragg — -There is a clause in the 
" Health Act," that wn could put in opera- 
tion, I think, to compel the scavongeia to 
u'je an odorleefi box. 

HoH. Mr. Davie — Upon thia aubjcct of 
expense, Aid. Styles thinks that S'JtJ.OOO 
will be enough. That might or might not 
be sullioicut. I think it will tsike more. 
However, wo will put down $20,000, At 
all cvcnls, the syateiii suggested ia one that 
could l)e adopted immediately. Itcouldbe 
put into operation in a week or ho. 

Aid. Styles — A small tow-bnat would coat 
about S7,00O, and then wo wouhl have to 
have two scows and water frontage. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — At this season of tho 
year thero are lots of little, steamers that 
could bo had for a song. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — We seem to bo pretty 
well iigrced that we ought to adopt thu scow 
ayHlem for victoria. As wo all seem to bo 
agreed upon that point, there is anutlier 
thing I want to ask about : That is, in re- 
gard to the sewerago system ? It appears 
there was a by law put before the ralepay-

KOr A COM PLAINT. 

There arc, aa the Times very well knows, 
many ways of complaining. VYbeu on Sat- 
.urday it suggested that certain speculating 
land liolders who purchased lands from tho 
public at very low prices should bo legis- 
lated against, it says it did not complain; 
yet yesterday it asserted that tlie exist- 
once of the evil it described ia "a reflection 
on the Government of the Province." Pre- 
cisely. Ik was to cast this reflection that 
the oritiabms of the Times were written. 
But it lost sight of tho fact that tho present 
Oovernnient of the Province hid nothing 
to do with tlio creation of tlio evil, and for 
that matter ia not responsible for its con- 
tinuance. The land policy of tho Province 
was inaugurated very many years ago and 
it was at the time, no doubt, considered 
'best suited to its circumstances. The 
Liberals were in powei' for eight years 
'between 1872 and 1883, yet in all that time 
they made no change in the land laws favor- 
ling the actual settler. Changes were, 
. however, made in it by the Conservative 
Governments, and those changes were all in 
the direction of favorini; the actual settler 
and discouraging tho speculator. So that 
the "reflection" is on the Liberal ratlur 
than on any other Gorerument of tho 
Province. 

Our contemporary, with its usual smart- 
-asss, makes what we said with regard to 
the Henry George system apply to the 
. "Iiocal Government." We do not believe 
'that there is a sana man in the province who 
would trust any Government that was ever 
formed with the administration of all the 
land of tho country. The Times eoniplaiua 
'Of the "evils" that have crept in under the 
present system; what would happen if all 
land in town and country were taken from 
its possessors and placed under state con- 
trol ? Our contemporary ia simply nib- 
.bling at tJoorgeism. It no« professes to 
"want only tho "unearned increment" of 
comparatively small patches of land here 
and there. This is but a small instalment 
of the general conQaccxtion which George de- 
mands and which hia disciples are ready to 
take aa soon as the opportunity oilers. 



THE VANCOUVER JIV- ELECTION. 

The by-eleotion in Vancouver on Saturday 
resulted in a victory for the men who fav- 
ored a bonus to the Burrard Inlot & Fraser 
River Railway. Tho vote was an unusually 
large one, being 023, out of a list of between 
1 , 100 and 1 .200 names. The vote stood 621 
- for the by-law and 338 against it — there 
were 14 spoiled b.i1Iots. If the provision 
rccjuiring sixty por cent of tho votca polled 
to secure tliu passage of tlio law had been 
in force in Vancouver, tho bonus would 
hive been lost, for the 521 votes wanted 24 
of being GO per cent of the good votea polled. 

The citizens of Vancouver did not vote 
for this addition to the civic debt with their 
eyes closed or in a hurry. The subject was 
discussed long and warmly, botli on tl o 
platform and in the press. It was also de- 
liberated upon in the City Council and at 
every fireside and tea-table in the city and 
its vicinity. 

The road will open np a rich section of 
the Provinco near Yancouver, but the chief 
object of its oonstrnction is to make eonneo- 



tion with the Northern Pacific and 
the Great Northern railroads. Tho ma- 
jority of the citizens of Vancouver expect 
that their city will bo greatly benefited by 
making it tho ocean terminus of two more 
transcontinental railroads. They are pre- 
sumably the best judges of , the requirements 
of their city and, whether they are or not, 
as they will havo to pay the piper, outsiders 
have no rif^ht to find fault _with what they 
have done. 

The citizens of tho Terminal City have 
very cleverly made tho Canadian Pacific pay 
for allowing competitive railroads to enter 
their city. As that road is a large property 
holder in Vancouver, and as persons eou- 
nectcd with it own valuable liouscs and lota 
within its boundariea, u very considerable 
part of the $12,000 or so interest on the 
railivay bonds will come out of their pockets. 
This the Canadian Pacific magnates will 
not like, and some of them will be likely to 
say that Vancouver is giving but a poor re- 
turn for nil that the U. 1'. K. has douo for 
it, but they will have to console themselves 
with the reflection that there ia very little 
gratitude in oonimunities. They will do 
what tbey consider best for themselves, no 
matter what considerations stand in the 
way. 

CANADA MISREPRESENTED. 

Professor (ioldwin Smith, though un able 
and an elegant writer, is sometimes inaccu- 
rate. He is more swayed by his partial- 
ities and hia antipAthies than might bo ex- 
pected of a man in his position. Mr. Smith 
takes a great interest in Canada, but he 
would have Canadians pursue a course 
which they ore not by any means inclined 
to follow. He is an annexationist, and he 
naturally favors any policy which is calcu- 
lated to lead to annexation, and he just aa 
naturally does not regard with approbation 
any lino of conduct on tlio part of Canadians 
that does not load in that direction. Tlio 
present Canadian Government is strongly 
opposed to annexation, and it is supported 
by a majority which is opposed to any eloaer 
political relations with tho United States 
thuu those that now exist. The conse- 
quence is that Mr. Smith docs not see 
tho acta of the Canadian Government 
uud tho majority of the Cana- 
dian people exactly aa they are. 
Tho medium through which ho views them 
distorts them, and makes them appear to 
be very difTeront from what they aro when 
clearly seen. Our readers will see that 
somolhiug was tho matter with the Profes- 
sor's political eyesight during the last elec- 
tion campaign in this country, for if hia 
vision had been clear and in a normal con- 
dition, ho never would have spoken of 
Canada and ita Government aa he docs in an 
article in tho Sepleniber number of tlie 
Nineteenth Century. Speaking of tho 
diplomatic relations between Great Britain 
and the United States, the accomplished 
Professor says : 

Great Britain herself may never give any 
provocation to the Americans, but a Tory 
Government of Canada, under English pro- 
tection, may. Tho Canadian Governmeut, 
like other party governments, must live; 
to live it must make political capital, and 
this it is sometime tempted to do by pur- 
suing a spirited policy towards tho United 
Statei beneath the shield of tlie 
Imperial country and at her risk. 
Ask any British Ambassador at Wash- 
ington whether he has not occasion- 
ally trouble of this kind. At tho last elec- 
tion the Tory prime minister of Canada and 
hia colleagues made a distisot appeal to dis- 
like and suspicion of the United States. 
Their followers of course improved on their 
example, and the platforms rang and the 
walls were placarded with insults levelled 
against tho American people and their flag. 
The ministers afterwards wished to disavow 
their oU'ouaivo utterances but tho American 
Government had secured accurate reports. 

If the "Tory Prime Miuiater und hia col- 
leagues at the late general election appealed 
to dislike and suspicion of tho United 
States " it is certain that there are very few 
Canudiana who are aware of tho fact. It 
appeared to them that during tho election 
the Prime Minister and his colleagues in- 
variably spoke of Americans and their Gov- 
ernment in respectful terms. Their at'.itude 
towards our iici^hbors was friendly. ■ It 
was also independent. Mr. Smith aud hia 
friends favored a policy which would de- 
prive Canadians, first of their fiscal indepcnd- 
enco, and afterwards of their political inde- 
pendence. Tho Prime Minister and his col- 
leagues opposed them vigorously, aud they 
may have said some hard things of disloyal 
Canadians who were ready to soil 
their allegiance for what they regarded 
as commercial advantages, but of the 
Americans, they did not say ono harsh word 
that we can remember. It waa tho Eamo 
with the platform speakers ami tho news- 
papers which supported the Government in 
rejecting unrestricted reciprocity ou such 
disgraceful terms. They denounced Cana- 
dian traitors, but they had nothing to say 
against the Americans, who were trying to 
drive as hard a bargain as they could with 
tho Canadians who evinced a disposition to 
sell their country. If tlie Americana have 
secured really accurate reports, tl)oy will 
find nothing in those reports really offtmsive 
to the United States. Canadians, aa a 
rule, do not dislike their American neigh- 
bors, neither aro they suapicioua of them. 
The fact that they wish to enter into closer 
trade relations with them, proves this

to be the case. It is tho Ameri- 
cans who repel all advances, and 
not alwaya in teima that are complimentary 
to Canadians. Even when defending 
themselves against the harsh judgments of 
Americana, and when condemning what 
they believe to bo uujuatifiablo in their 
policy, tho language of Canadians ia tem- 
perate. Tho American in Canada very 
rarely iudeed hears hia country insulted by 
a public speaker of any standing, and sel- 
dom sees alloaiona to it in the public prints 
that can fairly be considered offensive. Can 
the British subject who lives in tho United 
States Bay, with any approach to truth, that 
Uuited States citizena aro aa respectful in 
tlioir allusions to his country and to its Hag 
us (Janadiaua are when they have occasion, 
either in publio or in private, to speak of 
tho United States or its institutions ? Mr. 
Goldwin Smith ia laboring under a moat 
erronooua impression if ho belicvea that 
during the election campaign of IS'Jl tho 
platforms of Canada rung with insults 
levelled against tho American people. 

A BUSINESS OONFERSNOE. 

The conference between the Committee of 
tho City Council and the Government, the 

proccedinga of which are published on an- 
other page, throws u flood of light on tho 
sanitary condition cf the oily. It did not 
take tlio Premier long to find out from the 
Councillors that tho city is, from a sani- 
tary point of view, in a most de- 
plorable condition. The sowers, that 
have cost so much, are, unless 
more money ia expended on them, perfectly 
useless; garbage is accumulating in tho city 
and tlicro is no way of disposing of it; and 
the council is without fuuds to cleanse tho 
city and to pay the small-pox bills. Tho 
council, it seems, is oomplotely paralysed. 
It is, as ono of its members expressed it, in 
a hole, and it cannot aeo any way to get 
out. It would appear that the counoillors 
have lost courage, and we are forced to 
conclude that the Mayor either cannot or 
will not do anything to improve the situ- 
ation. The committee had really a dismal 
tale to tell. 

Tho Government, we are glad to sec, 
evinced a disposition to do all that it can 
Icg.Uly do to aid the Corporation in pre- 
serving tho public health. The result of 
the discussion, which every citizen of Vic- 
toria ought to read, was that the Corpora- 
tion will bo put in the way of raising .$10,'),- 
000 for healtli purpuses, to be expended as 
follows : Twenty-five thousand dollars to 
pat tho sewers in good working order, 
$30,000 to provide scows und a steamer to 
convsy the filth of the city to deep water, 
and 550,000 to pay the smallpox bills. If 
the proposals of the Government are agreed 
to and found to be within tho law, the city 
can be soon put in a good sanitary condition, 
and tho Council will be able to get out of 
tho hole in which it appears to have ceased 
even to struggle. 

It is to be hoped that the obatructioniata 
in the Council and out of it, will abandon 
their tactics and co-operate heartily with 
the Government and the other true frienda 
of tho city in their efforts to guard it 
against tho invasion of disease.

Phillips, C. JJoiloy, and H. Thorpe k 
Co. Horc, also, it Ifall, Ro::3 Co. 'a 
pj ramid-shapcd e.xliibit of rice, ilour, 
etc., with unoLher fiiniilar sliowing irom Llip 
iuideihy Mills. Tlie liraekman A Ker Co'a 
handsome difplay is around near the main 
entrance and ia also pyramid shape with 
alternate tiera of bags, containing flour, etc., 
and glass boxes showing the grain in all its 
dillurcnt stages. ,. ' 

Coming back towards the main cntrnnce, 
there are on the iinrthern aide, tho displays 
made by Kerr it liegg and Weiler Kros., 
both very tastily got up and very attractive. 
Near liy, Baker IJros. have an exhibit of 
preased briok; T. W. Fletcher has also space 
opposite for a lirst-clnas display of pianos, 
organs, sowing machines, Wauzer lamps, 
etc., one of the novelties shown being an 
automatic organ which can bo played by 
the hour to order. 

There, are a number of other exhibitors, 
also, who have space allotted on the ground 
floor, and of ■whose work meatioii will be 
aaade when everything is in shape.

To p.rovidei for tlje assessment of Real Pro- 
perty benefited by Local Improve- 
ments. 



'WnERE.is it Is provided in tho Municipal Act 
0tlS92iha.r tho Council ot a city municipality 
may pass by-laws for aasesalng real propoity 
benefited ny certjiin claaaea oC local improvu- 
menta ; 

And whereas it ia expedient that tho provl- 
alona of said Act in respect to bucIi local im- 
provenieiili, should be applied to tho city of 
Victoria : 

Therefore, tho Jlunleipal Council of the Cor- 
poral ion of Iho said city enacts as follows : 

1. The cost of constructing tho worka and im- 
provenionta mentioned In section li73 of tho 
Municipal Act IS".);! and tho suhjcctlons thereof 
shall bo asaesaod, levied and collooted by 
means of u special rato for local improvomonts 
upor tho real property benefited tliorcby.

The Zikbiakft was credited with this capture 
also, and the news is received with end- 
iiesB by the owners, Capt. U. Douglas and 
Mr. Thiiniau Laureuco, of Maitland, N. S., 
aa wtU aa by tho sealing men here. The 
Maria came around the Horn in company 
■with tho \V. I'. Hall, and this is her first 
sealing cruise. 

Tho Oticar and llattie, sei/.ed by the 
United Statfs patrol for violation of the 
anodim vinaidi, was lianded over to Captain 
Parr, of tho Melpomene, who having talien 
possession of tho guns, aiuinunition and 
catch of 140 skins, sent tho schooner to Vic- 
toria for trial. Her case will likely be 
heard coDiointly with that of tho Mountain 
Chief. 

Capt. Crowell ia another sealing man who 
is ptonil of having his trim littls schooner, 
the Brenda, safe in port. He arrived in 
Yictort& Sunday ovcning, bringing with 
him 08 (he result of his seaaon's cruise 409 
skins, his eoast oitoh, some 51 i sliiiis, hav- 
ing been all shipped onboard the ill-starred 
Coquitlaoi, before tho Brenda headed for 
the Copper Island coast. 

During Captain Crowell'a absence from 
Victoria he sivw no Russian cruisers and he 
conse(inently has no uowa, direct or indi- 
rect, of any seizures, although he sealed at 
times very close to Copper Inland. Running 
out of witer, the Brenda was compelled to 
put into Kumachatka, a Russian port, on 
August 28. Thcro a pilot crew boarded 
her, and after giving Capt. Crowell a copy 
of the Russian laws, told him ho would bo 
allowed to get wood and water, but ho was 
not to attempt sealing within the limits. 
The foreigners treated tho Brcnda'a crow 
very courtcoHsIy, and before leaving the 
boat told the captain where he would be 
able to find plenty of water. 

Janics Otis, of San Francisco, is coming 
to the Sound and Victoria soon, for the pur- 
pose of working up a project that will bo of 
great benefit to this city. His proposition 
is-to establish a ateanier line between lbs 
coast aitica of Waaliiugtou, Oregon, Califor- 
nin and British Columbia, and Mexican and 
Central American Ports. Tho northern end 
of the line will probably bo at Tncoma, and 
on ita way down the coast tho boat will call 
at Victoria, Portland, San Francisco, and 
someSouthcrn California port. The southern 
end of the line will bo Panama. Mr. Otis 
believes a large trade can bo built up be- 
tween the northern cities and the lower 
countries. All he oaks is sufBcient en- 
couragement from the merchants 
get the line started on a solid 
basis. Mr. Otis states that he has 
chartered the steamer Grandholm. 

Steamer B, P. Kithet arrived in at G 
o'clock last eveninpr, having made the run 
to and from the Fraser in the remarkably 
fast time of 17 hours. The Rithet brought 
;?,000 sacks of wheat and 84 bales of hay for 
the Br*«tmttn &.

tem. Now, how much would it take to 
coiDplete tho sewerage system so far as it 
has been opened without any extension: 
That is, to complete the trunk sewer so 
that, it can bo used ? 

Aid. BrapR — Two hundred thousind dol- 
lars of tho by-law aubmitled to tho ra.te- 
payers was for this purpose. The estimate 
was $100,000, and it was thought adviaable 
to raise it to §300,000, on the ground that 
it would take that much to extend it and 
put in the side connections. 

Hon. Mr. ]5aker— They have provided in 
tho by-law to make tho side conuectiona. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon— What time did tho 
Council think it would take to expend the 

S;ioo,ooo ! 

Aid. BrnRt;— I don't know. Tho present 
contractor has till October Ist to complotu 

his contract. 

Aid. Styles— I think tho sewerage mat- 
ter is more iu tlio hauda of tho coinniia- 
sionera than in the huuda of the council. 
Hon. Mr. Turner ia one of those comniia- 
Biouera and can probably tell the (Jovern- 
nient more about it than wo can, 

Hon. Mr. Davie — First of all, it waa 
noutemplated that §100,000 would bo 
enough. What waa that for 

Aid. Bragg— It waa to complete Mr. 
McHean'a contract. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— And the §200,000 waa 
for what ? 

Aid. lirugf! — To put in tiJo conuectiona 
for the whole area covered by Mr. ilc- 
Bean's first contract. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Then, aa 1 umlcr8l.ind 
it from you, Mr. McBcun'a contract did not 
toke into conaideration side counectiona 
The by-I*w waa for $100,009 to complete 
the work, and §-200,000 for aide connec- 
tions ? 

Aid. Bragg — The time the by-law was 
before the Council tirst, it waa only for ex- 
tending the sewers, but irlmt uae waa the 
main trunk sewer without any councctioua ? 
Tliat was the question I asked, and Mr. 
Mohun, at the Mayor's request, made an 
estimate of the amount of money needed, 
and the by-law waa then raised to $300,U00. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — At what distance apart 
waa it contemplated that side connections 
should be put in 1 

Aid. Styles— Every forty feet. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— So that $200,000 was 
estimated to be the cost of side cooneotion;: 
».t every forty feet ? 

Aid. Styles— Yea. 

Ifon. Mr. J)avie — Well take, for in- 

3t;iiice, tho ca'io of buildings like the Driard 
House; tho frontage tliore ia, say, 300 feet. 
According to tho ealimato that would tuke 
seven or eight connections ? 

Aid Styles — It ia not intended iu that 
light. 

Hun. Mr. Davie— S'200,000 waa f.o put 
connections iu every 40 feet ? 

Aid. Styles — But take the case of .-he 
block divided up into diflercnt lots with, 
a»j', a house built on eaoh and oach house 
owned by a diHerent man. Eaoh lot would 
tlien liave to have a connection with the 
aewcr. 

Hon Mr. Davie— But liow iiiuny l.lo'.kc 
there are wlice tliut would not bo tliu case. 
For initance, lake the "Five Sistsra' Block." 
You have 8200,000 provided] for putting in 
the side connections at every forty ieet. 
Now, if you take into consideration thit 
every 40 feet of laud along the aewer is n»t 
necessarily held by a different owner, and 
there need not necessarily bo a connection 
every 40 feet, would not the coat be very 
much less ! 

Aid. Styles — I think tho sanitary engineer 
has gone into all that. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — If tho arrangement was 
for a side connection every 40 feet, the 
$200,000 would be considered more than 
BuiSoient ? 

Aid. Styles — You see, it waa tliia way: 
There was a "T" or a "V" or an "L" put 
in at every 40 feet, so that the main sewer 
would not have to be broken. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— It is calculated now, 
however, that this work can now be done 
under tho "Loaal Improvement System ?" 

Aid. Styles— Yes. 

Hon. Col. Baker — That is, that the owners 
will make tlio connections themselves, on 
the "Local Iiiiprovtnicut plan ?" 

lion. Mr. Davie— Yea ; so that the $200,- 
000 ia no longer under discussion. All that 
you want now ia the $100,000 to complete 
Mcliean's contract. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — Has not McBean's 
contract been cancelled, or something of the 
kind ? 

Aid. Bragg — No ; we have notified lum 
to Buapend work. 

Hon. Mr. Turner — Wlicn that contract 
was given out, a certain area was providcil 
for; aft3rward3 tlic Council, in ISSI), J 
think, or IS'JO, changed the plan 
and had the sewers deepened, thereby 
causing the expenditure of more money. 
They came to tl.c uunclunion that they could 
not complete tlie Orat contract, theu they 
reduced it to what ia pretty nearly ready 
now. I thought tho object of the Council 
waa to complete what waa included in that 
contract. They can make what is already 
done, efiactlve with a little more money 
than they have now. I think they can get 
it ill ready for work for about $25,000 or 
?;«),000, 

Hon. Col. Baker — Does that complete tho 
contract ? 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — It completes what was 
decided on. 

Hon. Mr. Turner— Could that §100,000 
you wanted be profitably expended before 
the end of this year. 

Aid. Bragg — I don't think so. We will 
soon be in the wet season; it conld not be 
expended to advantage this year. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— As a matter ot fact, in- 
stead of §100,000 being waited, you only 
need somowhors about $25,000 V>r |;10,00() ? 

Aid. Bragg— Tlie §100,000 that was in tho 
by-law W'aa to carry on and extend tho sys- 
t'Mii, and tlic i2(J(j,000 was to cover lho 
wholo Hiiioiiiit ox'peiuled on trunk cowers. 
Tne S2O0,(ll,'l,' would complete llie aiea with 
aide comcctirtis. 

Hon. h!r. Davie— Tlien the §100,000 is 
required to ci.:!iplete the present oontrai^t 
and extend the trunk sower ?' 

Aid. Bragg — Vca. 

Hon. Mr. Divie — Wluit will it cost to 
complete tho McBean contract. I don't 
mean tho wholo system, but to put in 
working order what ia at present under 
way. 

Aid. Bragg — MaBoan has to complete his 



work and hand it' over'to 'the 'oity, ond 
says, when he hands it over,;ife will be 
ready for work." He wahiiB io gels rfd of his 
contract. ' ' ■ _ ' 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Then yon really doa't 
want any money to complete the work t 

Aid. Bragg- No. 

Hon, Mr. Turner— Thoro ara some things 
vet to be done that will cost about $25,000. 
" Hon. Mr. Davie— Well, say 525,000. 
That amount will place the system, aa far 
as it now goes, into good working order, 
and the side connections will bo made on 
tho local improvement plan. Then, what 
you really want ia §25,000 for sewerage, 
§50,000 for smallpox expenses, and, suy, 
$:;J0,000 for acowa, etc., for the disposal of 
night-soil and garbiige? Wo had put flown 
$-20,090 for scowa, etc., but there ia some- 
thing more to be provided than those, so, 
suppoae we increase that amount to 
$30,000 ? Ia that all you want ? 

Aid. Styles— Yea ; ihat would help ns 
out. 

Aid. Bragg— If we had §50,000 to pay 
tho smallpox bills, theu wo would have 
money for street work, etc. , as tho money 
that lias now been taken av/ay from tho 
appropriationa could then bo uaed. 

ilou. Mr. Davie — Well, we will call that 
$,10,000 for scowa. It will bo a loi:g time 
before tlio sewerage syatem will ho iu euch 
shape that you can dispense with tlioacows, 
10 there will bo no money thrown a\vay on 
them; besides the sewerago »y3tem will not 
extend orer the whole city. Now, thi>30 
three aniounta I have duvra hero total 
§105,000. What ia to prevent your putting 
a by-law before tlio people to raido that 
money That would bo ths easiest way for 
you to get it. 

Aid. Stylea— Well, wo had a littlo ux- 
pei iencu some time ago with some by-Uws. 
We bad some four or five of them put be- 
fore the ratepayers, and not one of them 
carried. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — I don't wonder nt it. 
Ono of those, for instance, was for §300,000, 
which money you admit now yoH don't 
want and don't need; §100,000 waa required 
for a hoipital which few people thought v.-aa 
necessary; and $76,000 was asked for Iiealth 
purposes without any partionlara beinj; 
given, and without the public being in- 
formed of how it was going to be spent. It 
is to my mind not at all remarkable that the 
by-laws were beaten. But, tho present case 
is difTerent. It ia advisable to complete the 
sewerage system, and also to pay the aninll- 
pox bills, and it is necessary to put th» city 
in a sanitary condition. I don't think them 
will be any doubt about by-laws for raising 
this §105,000 carrying. At soiuo future 
time tho ratepayers may be willing to _ vote 
more money to extend t he sewerage. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — Next year they may, 

Hon. Mr. Davio — It aeoma to tiiu thai 
$105,000 will be enough now ? 

Aid. Hull — But wo cannot put a by-law 
before the people for these purposes bo- 
cause of tho defeat of the previous by-law. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Who eayaso'; 

Aid. Hall— The Mayor Bays bi. H-.- 
showed nic the clause in the statute. 

Hon. Mr. I'oolcy — It is clear cnoiif^h in 
the "Municipal Act" that you cannot put a 
second by-law before tho people [.-iaine 
year for tho same purpose, after the tirat 
one has been ijefeited; but, the by-laws 
[jropoaed now, aro not, for tho same pur- 
poses, as tlie ones defeated. 

Hon. J-lr. Divie — Tuke, for injtfncc, the 
sewerage by-law. Y\\e defeated ono asked 
for §r!00,OOU; $'200,000 for side connections 
and §100,000 for exteiiaiona. You hiivo 
abandoned tho side conuectiona or will 
have them done on the "I^oo&l Improve- 
ment System." You have alio aljaadoned, 
for tho prcaont, the idea of exlonsion. 
Now, surely, a by-law to raise ,'v^OO,000 for 
side connections and extcnsionu is entirely 
difTerent from a by-law to raise $25,000 to 
complete what you have already in hand, 
which involves neither aido conneotions nor 
extensions. 

Aid. Styles — But both are for tho «ame 
purposes. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — That is certainly the 
general term ; but we must bear in mind 
that tho purposes for which yon submitted 
the first by-law you have now abandoned, 
and tho by-law to raise $25,000 -would be 
for an entirely different purpoac. So rniicli 
for the sewerage. Now, take tho §50,000 
to raise monej- for pAyment of stiia!Ii)oi; 
bills : Your Ihsl by-law asked for $75,000 
for general health purposes ; you diil not 
particularize. Now, you (iud that for the 
purpose of liquidating an incurred liability 
iu conuecTion with the smallp.Ti outbrtak 
yon want §50,000. Surely, t!ia.t i.i for a dif- 
ferent purpose. 

Aid. Bragg — The Mayor says it la lor the 
same purpose. 

Hon. iir. Davio — Others may think dif- 
ferently. I might say that looking at the 
matter of5'-hand, it struck me, when that 
last by-law waa before the people, that, had 
it curried, it would not have been competent 
for tho city to have paid one cent of that 
§75,000 for smallpox bills already in- 
curred. 

'•-'d. Brarrg — J diffor there; I think tho 
b;. . .T mentioned that specifically. 

Hon. Mr. Davie — Weil, that ia (he way 
it struck me at the time. That you could 
not have expended one dollar for liabilities 
already incurred, and would have bad to 
provide for tho payment cf those bills in 
some other way. 

Aid. Bragg— (What if -we brought the 
by-law up in the council and ths Mayor 
refused to put it? You don't know the 
kind of a man wo have to deal with. If wc 
want to carry a point with him wo have to 
bring some blankets with ua and sleep nil 
night. You don't know how obstinate ho 
is. There ia no putting an alderman in the 
chair, or anything like that, lor you can't 
tiro him out. 

Hon. Mr. Davio (after eraniiniiig copy 
of the by-law to raise §75,000 for health 
purposes) — You see, this deals in general 
terms; I don't think there will ho any ob- 
stacle in putting the second by-law, 

Aid. .Styles — That is all very well for you 
to say, but if j'ou knew the kind of a man 
we have to deal with you %voiiId find it dif- 
ferent. The people wlio iiave to vote on 
thi-^ 'oy-law have also got to bo couaidcrecl. 

Hon. Mr. Davio — All you Inive to do is to 
deal with tho people in a reabonable w-ny. 
If you take them that way you will lind 
that they are reasonable men. AVoll, now, 
I am inclined to think there is no legal 
oliataele in the way of your putting that 
§50,000 for smallpox purposes and, certain- 
ly, the §.'!0,000 by-law for scowa ia entirely 
IV now ono. It seems to mo that thoro ia no 
legal obsincle to any of them. Howeyer,

as it is a legal question it would be just aa 
as well to take legal advice on the matter, 
and not take the ipso dixit of ihe Mityoror 
anybody, else.; Get an opinion, for instance, 
froai the .ClW' Barristers or from Hon. Mr. 
Biohards. If 'yoa Wro then advised that 
Seotion 118 of the ."Mnnicipnl Aot" places 
&ny obstaols in the way of any 
one of the , by-laws, I am . ta-- 
clined to think that the Governoient 
might come to your Bssistance and pais an 
Ordcr-in-CouDcil under tho " Health Act," 
practically suspending clause 118. The 
"Health Act" ia, aa yon are probably 
aware, a very broad statute, and authorizes 
the Government, in cases where there is a 
threatened invaaion of epidemic, or cndemio 
diseaae, to pass, practically, any law which 
may bo deemed necessary, and such Orders- 
in-Council, passed under this act, bavo all 
tho force of legislation. 

Hon. Mr. Pooloy — Tho only point would 
be that the Ciovernment would only have 
power tu act in case of a threiUencd inv«- 
liion. Thia $50,000 ia needed to pay past 
bills. 

Hon. Mr. Davio— Yea ; but by paying 
bills incurred the money which haa been 
utilized already for this p«rpoao cosld 
then bo uaed for health purposea, 
such aa cleaning strcnts, etc., etc. 
The city csn take legal advico and conault 
their City liarriatcra or unyono else. Tlioy 
would find there would ho no legal ohatacle 
impoaed by Section I IS, and, I think, even 
if there were such obstacle, yciu would bo 
idviEod that an Order-in-Uouncil, under tho 
Iiealth Act, would cover the three by-laws. 

Aid. Stylea— \Ve will have to wait until 
wu get the by-laws ready. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon— Conault your lawyers 
beforehand, 

Hon. Colonel Baker — It accma to mo that 
the sanitation of tho city is such that the 
city is in a very dangeroua condition. How 
long would it take to put the city in good 
aanitary condition ia the event of the by- 
laws being cirried'? 

Aid. Bragg- IE tho Council had funds 
thia statu of alfiiira could bo relieved right 
anuy. It is for lack of funds that the 
Council are in the position in which they 
are. Victoria is a city, to.day, of open 
drains filled with filtb and muck and gar- 
bage; why, we are in such a eondition that 
neither the Sanitary committee nor the 
Street committee have a siuglo man at 
their disposal. 

Hon. Mr. Baker — So that you want im- 
mediate relief 1 

Aid. Bragg — If wo had money we could 
get started right away. There has been 
$,'{5,000 taken out of the general revenue to 
pay those smallpox bills. That money 
ought to hare been used to keep the city 
clean, Tho Mayor has taken all tho nioii<y 
lliero ia to pay those billg. 

Hon. Mr. IJiker — 'J'hia money has been 
taten at the sacrifice of eaiiitatioii 1 

Hon. Mr. Davie— It Hceina to mi! that 
that remark ju.it made by Hon. Mr. Bilker 
that the sanitation of tho city has been 
sacrificed for the payment of thoac smallpox 
bills is a conolu.--ive arguinotit to uhow that 
an ()rder-in-Council suspending clause 1 IS of 
tho Municipal Act would be legal. Owing to 
tho pLiymeiit of tliesu bills the aaiiitury con- 
liition of tho city i.i threatened. I think 
tho §50,000 by-law would be covered by 
the Order-in-Council. 

Hon. Mr. I'ooley — I tliink that cnij«idcr- 
atiou ahowa that the expinuiilure of the 
550,000 is to check a Lhrtateiied invasion, 
and would justify the Ordor-in-Couucil. 

Hon. Mr, Baker— It will take some tinio 
to raise the meucy — what are you going to 
do in the meantime ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie — What I would suggest 
would be thia: First of all, take legal lul- 
vice as to your powers, and as to the k\- 
pcdicncy of an Ordcr-ln Couucil under the 
Health Act, and if you are so advised put 
tho requisite by-laws to raise the §105,000 
before tho people. Noir,Jiow long will it 
be before the by-laws can be pasted and the 
money got? 

Aid. Styles— It will be about Ibrco or 
four weeks. 

Hon. Mr. Biker — How loot; have these 
streets and open ditches been left in their 
present filthy condition T 

Aid. Stylea-r-About two months; from a 
very short time after the smallpox broke 
out. 

Hon. Mr. Vernon — Then you Avant some 
of the ninney iinmedi.\tely ? 

Hon. jMr. Davio — Yes; hut you will not 
want the whole of the $1(15,0(11) -.' We will 
:«s.suine that tho council conekulc'l lo carry 
out tho suggestioiia niiuic anil submit the 
by-laws for the §105,000. There will bu 
certain money wanted immediately ': 

Aid. Bragg — What wo n-ant ia aomo au- 
thority 80 that we can get u Iohu or aij over- 
draft. 

Hon, Mr. Davie — I uiu inclined to think 
that an Order-in-Council would allow that. 

Hon, Mr, Poolry — hpenkirif,' cfT hand, I 
think that is a very pro])er thing. 

Aid. Styles- Will yrui jubniit your sug- 
geationa to the Council in v.ritiiig ? 

Hon. Mr. Davie— Yes. I think the 
whole of this thing can ho dealt with by 
authorizing the City Council to boirow the 
neces.sary moneys iinnnodiatuly. I would 
suggeat that you submit thia matter to your 
legal advisors. I nhall bo willing to meet 
them in conference and draw up a x>ropcr 
plan, I think ypu can have things arranged 
H-ithin a week. I don't aee that there need 
bo any more delay. 

Hon. Mr. I'ooley — The gen'.lemcii jircscnt 
now uro only a dei)Utatioii, or a coiiiiniltuu, 
and will have to Bulimit this tf) the riniiicil. 
They have no poA\cr to bind the Council. 

Aid. Styles — No. 

Hon. Mr, Pooley — Therefore what ia said 
by you now is only in tho way of sugges- 
tion 'i WliAt you want ia that; the (invorn- 
inent should advance the city tho necessary 
njoneys until thoy can obtain it tbenisolvea '.' 

Aid. Styles— "\'cs, 

Hon. Mr. Davio — I .^m assuming that 
you all agree. I think the Goveramcnt can 
cnmo to your relief by authorizing by-laws 
to ho submitted, and in tho meantimo ad- 
vance the necessary money to go on with. 
It seems to mo that tho matt-.-r ia one of great 
urgency and would justify tho Clovorun'enb 
under tho present circumstances in making 
the advance. Victoria ia tho gate at which 
(liscaao may enter, and therefore, in tho in- 
tercalH of the Province, it is of vital neccs- 
.sity that atriot sanitatiou should bo enforced 
at thia point. This is the gateway; 
thia is tho point at which disease like cholera 
would enter. I have no question in my own 
mind about tho power to submit tho by-laws 
or to pass tho order in cnuncil, but it wotdd 
bo as well to have your legal adviser con- 
Hultod and have him diaouas tho matter with 
mo; two heads are always better than one. 
We have already heard that there is cholera 
iu Tokio and in Yokohanui. That la where 
tho sinull-jox canio from, and that ia where 
tho cholera may come from. Proper sanitary 
mcaaurea are what will prevent this. Aa 
was proved during tho SLiiallpox outbreak 
recently, when for 21 day.s before tliu time 
tho (Jovernment gave up control there were 
no new caeca. Thia waa due to precaution- 
nry ineaeurea, vaccination iniil isolation. If 
you talte these steps you v ill guard against 
smallpox, and sanitary ineasurea will gaard 
ngainat cholera. How soon can you act ? 

Aid Styles— Tho council meela on Wcd- 
ueailay. 

Hon. Mr. Davie— We will let you have 
our letter to-morrow , morning. You «an
